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MOCNTAIN TOBACCO BRINGING HIGHEST 
PRICES AT ALL AlCTIONS 


Despite the poor curing season for burley in 
Morgan this fall, the county may have produced 
its biggest cash crop as a result of the buying 
trend at burley auctions. 

Mountain tobacco commanded top prices at 
every warehouse where it was sold the first two 
days of the auctions. Mountain tobacco is sold 
principally in Maysville, ML Sterling, Lexington 
and Winchester. High crops on each of these 
markets came from mountain counties the first 
two days, principally from Morgan, Elliott. Wolfe, 
Menifee and Owsley. And more top crops were 
from Morgan than any of them, probably because 
Morgan produces more burley than any other 
mountain county. 

On the Lexington market the crop of Lydia 
Ann Gibbs of the Hazel Green section brought the 
top average on opening day, $66.68: and next day 
the crop of Harold Oldfield of Morgan brought 
the day's high average of $66.30. 

At Mt. Sterling on opening day the crop of 
Glenn Hamilton of Morgan brought the top av¬ 
erage at $66.04; and next day the crop of Jim 
Gilliam of Morgan brought the top average at 
$63.07. 

Top crop at Winchester on opening day was 
from Owsley at $65.69. 

Lexington papers listed 15 Morgan crops that 
hrought above $60 on opening day and 14 the 
next day. Every one of Mt. Sterling's high crops 
on opening day were from Morgan. Wolfe or 


Menifee and next day every high crop but two 
were from the same counties. 

And the same story comes from the Maysville 
market. 

Buyers are bidding up mountain tobacco far 
above expectations. The Lexington Herald said 
Thursday "Mountain tobacco, grown light and 
thin, is selling particularly well." 

Even mountain crops containing houseburned 
weed are selling higher in many instances than 
Central Kentucky crops. 

There are two reasons for the premium prices 
mountain burley commands One, we think, is 
the excellent way mountain farmers handle their 
tobacco in stripping, grading and preparing it for 
the markeL The other, perhaps, is that Morgan 
and nearby counties are in what geologists term 
the "Outer Limestone Belt." where most soil is 
underlaid with a deep strata of limestone Clay 
soil in Morgan and nearby counties in this belt 
is much deeper than Central Kentucky limestone 
soil where the limestone is near the surface.

Morgan farmers harvested burley on 2,463 3 
acres this year. An average yield of 1.800 pounds 
per acre would make a crop of 4,433,400 pounds 
And an average price of $52 would bring a total 
income of $2,305,368.

The U. S. Department of Agriculture has pro¬ 
claimed a reduction in 1955 burley tobacco allot- 
menLs that will average approximately 9.7 per 
cent in Kentucky on all bases over 7/X0th of an 
acre. The order is according to a formula in the 
law based on the size of this year's crop, antici¬ 
pated consumption and the disappearance of 
hold-over tobacco. 

Last year a reduction of approximately 8 per 
cent was put into effect and the crop has turned 
out to be larger than the preceding year. In¬ 
creased production, especially in a drouth year, 
is attributed to bigger yields per acre and plant¬ 
ing in excess of base allotments. 

Tobacco checkers have reported some counties 
had hundreds of acres of excess tobacco this year, 
the farmers evidently concluding they could pay 
the 50 per cent penalty and still grow burley 
profitably. Most of this excess tobacco, we hear, 
is in the Bluegrass section. 

If growers persist in planting excess acres 
and paying the penalty, it will destroy the quota 
program which makes burley bring the price 
that enables them to pay the 50 per cent penalty.
